Who were the pharaohs? 

The pharaohs were the kings or queens of 
Ancient Egypt. The pharaoh owned all 
the land. The pharaoh made the laws 
and received taxes from the people. 


Over 170 pharaohs ruled Egypt. There 
were 30 different dynasties, which are 
families of rulers. 


Why do we remember 
different pharaohs? 

We know about the pharaohs because 
the Ancient Egyptian people wrote down 
the things that the pharaohs did. People 
made pictures showing events from the 
pharaohs lives, carved into rock or 
painted onto walls. We remember some 
pharaohs because they ordered huge 
structures to be built. We remember other 
pharaohs because they were powerful 
warriors. Some pharaohs are famous 
because they were women, at a time 
when most powerful people were men.

The River Nile made it possible for farmers to grow crops. Which crops did they 
grow and what did they use the crops for? The Ancient Egyptians also traded 
with other people. What did they trade and who were their trading partners? 


Farming and the Nile 

Fertile soil near the River Nile helped farmers grow crops. Farmers dug channels from the 
river to the fields to water the crops. They used a shaduf to lift water from the channels 
onto the fields. 


Which crops did farmers produce? 

Farmers grew cereals such as wheat and barley. They grew vegetables, including onions, 
beans and cucumbers. They grew fruit such as melons, pomegranates and grapes. 
Farmers had to give part of their produce, especially grain, to the government as tax. 


Did Ancient Egyptian 
farmers keep animals? 
Working farm animals included oxen 
and donkeys. Cows and goats provided 
milk.

How were the pyramids 
built? 

No-one is completely sure how the 
pyramids were built. We know some 
things from writing, drawings, tools and 
objects that have been found. The builders 
had to achieve many things. They had to: 
make a huge level area for the base of the 
pyramid; organise the workers who cut 
and moved millions of stone blocks; make 
sure the sides of the pyramid were built at 
the correct angle so that the pyramid did 
not collapse. 


The largest and most famous pyramid is 
the Great Pyramid of Khufu. This pyramid 
was built using more than 2 million huge 
stone blocks. The whole structure was 
covered in limestone blocks to give a 
smooth, white surface that shone in 

the sun. 


Where were later pharaohs 
buried? 

The Egyptians used the pyramids for their 
royal tombs until about 1540 ace. After 
this date, the pharaohs were buried in the 
Valley of the Kings. This valley is on the 
west bank of the Nile, opposite Thebes. 


Tomb robbers stole everything from most 
of the tombs in both the pyramids and 
the Valley of the Kings.

Why do we remember 
Pharaoh Tutankhamun? 
Tutankhamun was a pharaoh who ruled 
Egypt from 1332 to 1323 sce. Tutankhamun 
was not a very important pharaoh in his 
time. Yet he is probably the most famous 
pharaoh today. 


He was buried in the Valley of the Kings. 
His tomb was not disturbed for over 

3000 years. In 1922, an Egyptologist 
called Howard Carter discovered the tomb. 
Tutankhamun’s tomb was well preserved. 
It contained hundreds of objects that have 
helped historians build up a picture of life 
in Ancient Egypt.

Ancient Egyptian wall paintings and carvings 
tell us about the pharaohs and many parts 
of everyday life. They help us find out about 
Ancient Egyptian food, clothing, work and 
recreation. 


Art as inspiration 

Merchants and travellers took ideas from Ancient 
Egypt to other countries. We can see Egyptian 
ideas in the art and architecture of Ancient 
Greece and of 17th- and 18th-century Europe. 


The discovery of Tutankhamun’'s tomb in 1922 
created huge interest in Ancient Egyptian art, 
culture and heritage. Egyptian art influenced 
architecture, design and art for many years. 


Egyptian mathematics 

The Egyptians used measurements based on 
body parts such as the width of the palm of a 
hand. By about 2700 sce, they had developed a 
number system based on 10. They knew about 
prime numbers, unit fractions and geometry. 


Many ideas we have about mathematics today 
can be traced back to the Ancient Egyptians.

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2.1 Who were the Ancient Greeks? 


The history of Greek civilisation starts on the island of Crete in the 
Mediterranean Sea. Who were the inhabitants of this island? How did Greek 
civilisations change? How was society organised and who were the rulers? 


Early Greek civilisations 

The Minoans developed the first Greek 
civilisation. This civilisation began on the 
island of Crete. It lasted from about 

2700 ace until about 1450 sce. Then another 
civilisation began on mainland Greece. 
This was the Mycenaean civilisation, 
which lasted until about 1100 sce. 


The largest Minoan settlement on Crete was 
at Knossos. 


We do not know what happened for the 
next 300 years because there is no 
writing or art from this time. 


The Archaic Period 

The time from about 750 sce to about 480 sce is known as the Archaic Period. 
The population of Greece increased and the Greeks traded more with other 
countries. The Greek people began to use written language again. 


The people lived in city-states. Each city and its surrounding territory formed 
a separate state with its own government. Each city-state also had its own 
calendar, laws and army. 


Most city-states were ruled by a small group of powerful people or a single 
tyrant. In about 510 sce, the people of Athens developed a new idea. They 
decided that the men of the city should meet to decide how to manage the city. 
This type of government is called a democracy. The city of Athens no longer had 


just one ruler.

Classical Greece 


The Classical Greek period began in about 
480 sce. There were great advances in science, 
philosophy, mathematics, art, literature and 
architecture. 


Philip of Macedon took control of all the 
city-states in 338 sce. His son, Alexander the 
Great, created a Greek empire that reached 
across Egypt, Asia Minor and into India. Ideas 
from Greek culture spread to all these places. 


Hellenistic Greece 

After Alexander's death in 323 sce, his generals 
divided the empire between them. Greece 
became part of the Roman Empire in 31 sce.

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2.2 Work and relaxation in 


Ancient Greece 


Many Ancient Greeks lived in the city within a city-state. Many more lived in 
the countryside. The work that people did depended on their rank in society. 
What did people do when they were not working? 


What work did different people do? 

The most important group in Greek society was the citizens. High-ranking citizens 
were rich. They owned land and property. Middle-ranking citizens often owned 
small farms or worked as fishermen. Citizens also worked in government and as 
teachers, scientists, doctors and artists. The lowest-ranking citizens worked as 
craftsmen, merchants and soldiers. 


People who were not citizens could not own property. They worked for wealthier 
citizens as cleaners, cooks and gardeners. 


Below all these groups were the slaves. Low-ranking slaves worked in quarries or 
mines. Mid-level slaves worked on farms or in wealthy households. Some slaves 
had special skills and became nurses, teachers or craftspeople. 


What did Ancient Greeks do in 
their free time? 

Rich Ancient Greeks used their free time for 
improving their minds. Men enjoyed discussing 
politics, religion and philosophy. Men and 
boys also kept fit at the public gymnasium. 


The Ancient Greeks loved theatre. The plays 
were either tragedies or comedies. The actors, 
who were all men, wore masks when they 
acted as different characters.

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2.3 Everyday life in Ancient Greece 


Family life in Ancient Greece was centred around the home. Life was different 
for men and women. What roles and responsibilities did different family 
members have? What did the children do?

Women had to stay in the house unless a man went out with them. Women who 
had no slaves did household chores and looked after children. Women cooked, 
span thread and wove cloth. Women had a special room called the gynaikon. 


What was life like for children? 


Boys from poorer families helped their fathers at work. Boys from richer families 
went to school from the age of 7. They learned to read and write and studied 
mathematics and history. 


Girls did not go to school. They stayed at home and learned how to cook and do 
housework. Most girls married when they were between 13 and 16 years old. 


In the city-state of Sparta, both boys and girls went to school. They had physical 
education to become strong and they learned to fight. 


What did the Ancient Greeks eat? 


Most people had a simple diet. Basic foods were porridge and bread made from 
barley. Most people did not eat meat often. Their food included fruit, vegetables, 
lentils, cheese, fish and beans. Olive oil was an important part of the diet.

The soldiers moved forwards together. Their shields formed a barrier. They 
held their spears under the arm pointing forwards. It was difficult for the 


enemy to break through the phalanx or to stop it. 


Sometimes the phalanx was supported by cavalry and archers and by 


soldiers throwing stones. 


War at sea 


Ship design and construction were very advanced in 
Ancient Greece. The largest ships used in battles were 
called triremes. They had three rows of oars. The word 
B is made from two Latin words: ‘tri’ meaning ‘three’ and 
‘remus’ meaning ‘oar’.

A rowing master shouted instructions 
for the oarsmen. A piper played a 
musical instrument called an aulos 
to help the oarsmen keep time. 


The two main tactics were ramming 
and boarding. In battle, a ship’s 
commander ordered the ship to steer 
straight at an enemy. When the ship 
struck, it smashed a hole in the 
wooden side of the enemy ship. The 
oarsmen of the Greek ship then 
rowed backwards in case the enemy 
ship started to sink. 


The hoplites defended the ship. 
They sometimes boarded the 
enemy ship and fought to 
capture it. 


The greatest sea battle in Greek 
history was fought against a Persian 
fleet near Salamis in 480 sce. The 
battle was a great victory for 

the Greeks.

The Egyptians admired Greek literature and 
had a library with at least 40000 papyrus 
scrolls. Sadly, these were all lost when a 
Roman emperor burned the library down. 


The Greeks became very skilled sculptors. 


They made figures of people and 
animals that looked very realistic. Greek 
sculpture inspired artists in later 
civilisations in many places. 


The Greeks also developed special styles 
of pottery. Red figure pottery developed 
in Athens in about 520 sce. 


Architecture 


The Greeks were very skilled architects. 
Their public buildings had large roofs 
supported by rows of columns. The Greek 
style of building continues to inspire 
architects today. 


The Stoa of Attalos was a covered 
walkway, built in the second century sce, 
in the agora in Athens. 


Literature and mathematics 
The Ancient Greeks developed their 
writing from an alphabet used by the 
Phoenicians. The Greeks first used writing 
for important matters of government. 
Later writing included epic poetry and 
history. A Greek writer called Herodotus is 
known as ‘the father of history’ 


The Ancient Greeks made great advances 
in mathematics, particularly in geometry. 
The ideas of the Ancient Greek 
mathematicians formed the building 
blocks for all future mathematicians 

and scientists.

Ancient Rome 


The civilisation based in Ancient Rome began in about 500 sce. What was life 
like before the city of Rome was established? How was society in Rome 


organised? How were the Romans ruled? 


The founding of Rome 

The Romans were one tribe of people who 
lived on the Italian Peninsula. They decided 
to live together and establish a city. No-one 
is really sure when this happened, but it is 
traditional to say that the city of Rome was 
founded in 753 sce. 


A Roman kingdom 

To begin with, the Romans were ruled by 
kings from the Etruscan tribe who lived in 
lands nearby. In 509 sce, the Romans 
rebelled against these kings. Rome became 
a republic. Instead of having one ruler, the 
people started to elect their leaders. 


Who were the people of 
Rome? 

Men and women who were not slaves in 
the Roman Republic were citizens. 
Citizens were divided into two groups. 
Patricians came from wealthy families 
and owned land and property. Common 
people were called plebeians or‘plebs’ 


Slaves were also part of Roman society. 
They could not be citizens and had 
no power. 


How was the Roman 
Republic governed? 


A government is a group of people who 
make the rules for a city or country. The 
government of the Roman Republic had 
three main parts: 


Magistrates and consuls 
Magistrates were 
leaders elected 
by the people. 
Every year two of 
the magistrates 
were elected to 
become consuls. 
The two consuls 
were in charge of 
Rome for one 
year. One consul led the government. 
The other consul was responsible for 
the army.

People in conquered lands had to pay 
taxes to Rome. This money helped to pay 
for the Roman army and for managing 
the empire.

world. The Roman Empire lasted until 476 œ.

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3.5 Ancient Roman towns and cities 


Cities were centres of activity in Ancient Rome. What was city housing like? 
Where did people get their drinking water? What did people do for work 
and pleasure? 


What was housing like for different people? 
Poorer people lived in two-roomed 
apartments in blocks called insulae. Each 
apartment block housed between 30 and 
50 people. Insulae were built of mud 
bricks and timber, and had shops at 
street level. 


Wealthier people lived in private homes. 
These houses had rooms arranged around 
an open area called an atrium. There 
were rooms for dining and sleeping and a 
garden at the rear.

How did people in towns and cities get water? 
To bring clean water to towns for 
drinking and washing, Roman 
engineers developed the aqueduct. 
Aqueducts carried water to a town 
from a water source that could be 
many kilometres away. Aqueducts 
passed through tunnels under hills and 
over aqueduct bridges across valleys. 


Water went through pipes to different 
parts of the town or city. Water was 
available in public fountains and was 
supplied to some private homes. 


This Roman aqueduct is in the town of Segovia 


The water also carried away waste in Spain. This aqueduct bridge was probably 
built in about 50 sce and is 813 metres long.

Roman towns and cities offered work for many people. Many rich people worked in 
government. Skilled and educated men worked as lawyers, teachers and engineers. 
Many people worked as craftspeople making household goods and luxury items for 
the rich. Towns and cities were full of markets for buying and selling goods. 


Slaves worked as household servants or as building labourers.

What were families like in 
Ancient Rome? 

The man was the head of the Roman 
family. Women managed the household, 
did chores and raised their children. 
Wealthy women had slaves to help them 
do these tasks and so they had more 
leisure time. 


Rich children went to school. Education 
was mostly for boys, but some girls from 
wealthy families did go to school.

What was food like in 
Ancient Rome? 

Most people ate simple foods such as 
porridge, beans, bread, vegetables, fish 
and fruit. 


Wealthy Romans sometimes invited friends 
to share food and to enjoy entertainment, 
for example provided by musicians. Evening 
banquets often lasted several hours. 


Richer people had more variety in their 
diet and more meat. Their food was often 
flavoured with exotic spices such as 
pepper, cloves and nutmeg. 


Food varied across the Roman Empire 
depending on what was available locally.

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3.5 Art and culture of 


Ancient Rome 


The Romans produced art and buildings 
across the whole of their huge empire. 
Roman authors produced writings that have 
been read for thousands of years. What was 
special about Roman art, architecture and 
literature? 


What can we learn from 

Roman art? 

Roman art included paintings, mosaics and 
images on pottery. The art often showed scenes 
from everyday life. Some images were records 
of important events. 


Another popular form of art in Roman times was 
relief carving. Reliefs are images carved into stone. 
They are found on buildings and special objects 
such as a sarcophagus. 


The Romans liked sculptures in the Greek style. 
There were sculptures in homes, places of work, 
public spaces and public buildings. 


What are the features 

of Roman architecture? 

Roman architects used ideas from Ancient 
Greece, including columns to 

support large roofs. The Romans developed the 
arch and also the dome. Arches allowed the 
Romans to build huge structures including 
amphitheatres and aqueduct bridges. 


Mosaics are large images made 
of small pieces of coloured glass 
or stone. Mosaics were used to 
decorate walls and floors.

Literature 

The Romans wrote in a language called 
Latin. Important pieces of Roman 
literature include poems, speeches, 
histories and works of philosophy. 


People continued to use Latin for 
important documents for centuries after 
Ancient Roman times. Languages such as 
English, French and Italian were all 
influenced by Latin. 


This railway station in Washington DC, 
USA, has arches that were influenced 
by Roman architecture. The station was 
completed in 1908 ce.

Ancient children’s games

How did sports develop? 

In Europe, by about 1100 ce, there were 
tournaments for hunting and fighting sports. 
Tournaments were sporting competitions for 
rich men involving jousting, sword fighting and 
horse-riding. 

In Japan and China, fighting techniques 
developed into activities called martial arts. 
Examples of martial arts include judo, aikido, 
kendo and karate. 


Animal racing with seated riders developed from 
using animals for hunting and in battle. 
Archeological evidence shows that horse racing 
has been popular for thousands of years. 
Organised horse racing events became popular 
in Europe in the 14th century. 


How did modern sports begin? 
Sports need to have agreed rules so that 
different teams and players can compete 
against each other. The first ‘laws of cricket’ 
were written in 1744 ce. The first rules for 
modern football, tennis and baseball were all 
written in the 19th century.

Holidays are a type of recreation. Holidays usually involve travelling and 
spending time away from home. When did people start going on holiday? 
Where did they go and why? How have holidays changed over time? 


Early travellers 

In order to go on holiday people need 
certain things — leisure time, money and 
transport. Most people, for most of 
history, have not had all these things. 
As a result, they rarely travelled. 


The people who did travel were 
merchants, royal messengers, pilgrims 
and soldiers. The history of holidays is 
closely linked to how time, money and 
transport have become available to 
different groups of people. 


Ancient holidays 

There is evidence that wealthy people 
in the New Kingdom of Ancient Egypt 

(about 1500 sce) travelled for pleasure. 


Wealthy Romans travelled in a covered 
carriage called a carruca. 


Tourism also existed for wealthy people 
in Ancient Rome. Special resort towns 
were built on the coast. Some people 
even travelled as far as Greece and Egypt. 


How has holiday travel 
changed? 

Most forms of transport were first 
developed to carry goods. Transport 
includes animal-drawn wagons, ships, 
boats, barges, motor vehicles, railways 
and airplanes. All of these were later 
adapted to carry passengers.

For many people in Europe, work 
changed during the 19th and 20th 
centuries. More people had enough time 
and money for family outings and 
holidays. Railways and steam ships 
created new opportunities for travel in 
the 19th century. Cruise ships were 
operating in Europe by the middle of the 
19th century. There were three regular 
cruises to North America by 1896. 


There were an estimated 3.6 billion 
passenger flights worldwide in 2016. 


More people owned and drove cars in the 
20th century. Airplanes first carried 
passengers between London and Paris in 
1919. By the 1950s, passenger jets were in 
service. Fast air travel reduced travelling 
time. Holidays abroad became a 
possibility for more people. 


Mass tourism today

This theatre was built in Epidaurus in 
Greece in the 4th century sce. The theatre 
had seats for up to 14.000 people. The 
natural landscape behind the stage area 
was considered part of the theatre.

Republic 

culture the ideas, customs and behaviour 
of a group of people, shown in 
everything from language, food and 
clothing to art, music and literature 

democracy a type of government in which 
the people help to make the rules 

dictator in Ancient Rome, a person given 
absolute power for a short time to 
deal with emergencies 

dome a large rounded ceiling, shaped 
like half a ball 

dynasty aline of rulers who come from 
the same family 

Eguptologist a person who studies the 
language, history and culture of 
Ancient Egypt 

elect to choose someone, by voting, for a 
position in the government 

estate a property covering a large area, 
usually containing a luxurious house 

evidence things such as artefacts and 
written documents that tell us about 
life in the past 


exotic unusual and exciting, coming from 
distant lands 

export tosend goods to another country 

exports goods sold to other countries 

fertile land that can produce a large 
amount of crops 

founded established or begun 

gladiator a person, often a slave or 
criminal, who was armed and forced 
to fight 

government the group of people who 
make the rules for how people have to 
live in a country 

gynaikon rooms for the women in an 
Ancient Greek house 

hierarchy people arranged in groups 
according to their importance 

hieroglyphics a kind of writing from 
Ancient Egypt in which pictures 
represented different words, sounds, 
objects, actions and ideas 

hoplite a citizen in Ancient Greece who 
had to carry out military duties 

import to bring to a country from 
another country 

imports goods bought from another 
country 

incense a dried paste of sweet-smelling 
plant material, burned to release 
the smell 

jousting sporting combat between two 
knights on horseback - each knight 
tried to knock the other knight from 
his horse with a blunt lance 


leisure free time 

literature written works, such as novels, 
poems, historical accounts and essays 

magistrate an elected official who 
governed on behalf of the people of 
the Roman Republic 

Mesoamerica aregion of Central America 
occupied by several civilisations before 
the arrival of Europeans in 1492 

museum a building for displaying 
historical artefacts or other interesting 
objects 

myrrh a sticky, sweet-smelling gum 
obtained from certain trees 

opera a type of drama which has singers 
who sing all the words instead of actors 

papyrus a paper-like material made from 
the fibres of the papyrus plant 

patrician a wealthy citizen within the 
Roman Republic 

peninsula a piece of land that is almost 
completely surrounded by water 

philosophy away of thinking about 
nature, the world and how to live well 

plebeian one of the common people 
within the Roman Republic 

politics the activities of government 

preserve to treat in a way to prevent 
rotting 

pyramid a tomb in Ancient Egypt, built to 
protect a preserved body and treasure 

recreation activities that people enjoy 
doing in their free time 


republic a form of government in which 
the people elect their leaders, and the 
leaders are responsible to the people 

sarcophagus a large decorated coffin 
often made from stone, especially 
used in ancient times 

sculptor an artist who produces artwork 
by shaping materials such as stone 
or clay 

sculpture a piece of art made by carving 
or shaping material 

Senate a group of people who advised 
the consuls in the Roman Republic 

sewers channels, often underground, for 
carrying away drainage water and 
waste water 

shadow puppet a cut-out figure used to 
cast a shadow onto a screen 

shaduf a device made from a long rod 
with a bucket at one end anda 
weight at the other 

society all the people living in a country 
with shared traditions, laws, interests 
and activities 

stadium a large building for sporting 
events, with rows of seats for people 
to watch the events 


stoa acovered walkway and meeting 
place in Ancient Greek cities 

stonemason a worker who cuts, prepares 
and builds with stone 

tax a payment demanded by rulers or 
the government 

theatre a building for performing plays, 
with seats for the audienence 

tomb a special chamber for burying 
the dead 

tourism travelling for pleasure 

tournament a sporting competition with 
several stages and one winner 

tragedy a serious play with a message 
about right and wrong that usually 
had a sad ending 

travelling players a group of actors who 
toured around giving performances in 
different places 

tribune a person elected to represent the 
common people 

trireme an Ancient Greek fighting ship 

tyrant acruel and unfair ruler who has 
complete control 

villa a large, luxurious house
